The Lank and Clammy Evarts in the Role 
of Chief Grappler, While Storrs of Savory 
Fame Hopes to be Useful’’—Ominous 
Utterances From the Big Four—Governor 
Cleveland at Home. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 12.—The greatest interest 
was awakened in New York to-day when it became 
positively known that Roscoe Conkling had agreed 
to take up the cause of Gov. Cleveland, and very 
exciting times are articipated when the Stalwart 
leader meets Wm. M. Evarts in debate over very 
hot questions. The Stalwarts make no effort to 
conceal their satisfaction at the turn affairs have 
taken, and it is generally understood that Mr. Conk. 
ling will wipe out divers little debta he owes Mr. 
Blaine, including the one incurred in 1872 and the 
later one of 1882 in the Folger matter. Mr. Conkling 
refuses to be interviewed on the subject. He said 
yesterday: 

“I have no opinions to express. I am interested 
in this case as a lawyer.” 

When the Board of Aldermen met yesterday after - 
noon, as a canvassing board forthe votes of New 
York County, Mr. Evarts appeared as the repre- 
sentative of the Republican Nationa! and State 
committees, accompanied by George Bliss, Clarence 
Seward, Kobert Sewell and Wm. Allen Butler. 
The Democratic National and State com- 
mittees were represented by Judge 
Franklin Bartlett. General Frencis C. Barlow, Aaron 
J. Vanderpool, Charles P. Miller, Francis M. Scott, 
Francis L. Stetson, Edwin R. Bacon and James C. 
Carter. On a cold window sill, Mr. Evarts seatea 
himself playing with his hat and knocking his heels 
together. His lean, lank figure was clearly defined 
against the strong light. Mr. Evarts was not 
in a _particulariy good bumor. His 
face was sour and bis eyes looked 
cold and hard. No one approached him but the re- 
porter, and the great lawyer immediately shut him 
self up. 

“You are here to seo that Mr. Blaine is not 
cheated!’ suggested your correspondent: 

“I am here, with others. to watch the count care- 
fully, and see that Mr. Blaine gets his just lega; 
rights,” answered Mr. Evarts. “Questionsof great 
concern are likely to occur with references 
to such matters as rejected bal- 
lots, and the intention is to d the 
vote and the acts of the inspectors by the strict let- 
ter of the law.” 

“Jt is said that, f errors are discovered. and the 
Board of Canvassers refuses to correct them, you 
will take each individual error to the courts to see 
whether the board cannot be compelled to rectify 
the same?” 

“In doing that, we would be seeking nothing more 
than our legal rights. We certainly have the right to 
appeal to the courts in every single instance 
where it would appear thatthe law has not been 
complied witb.” 

“But will you do this! 

“There may be circumstances which would ne- 
cessitate it.” 

“Suppose the decisions in all these quesiions are 
so long delayed as to have the result of throwing 
the matter into the House; what then?” 

“Well, what then!“ 

“How will that help Mr. Blaine?” 

“I do not think that the selectionof the-next

Cleveland is Impressed with his resemblance in 
manner of speech, in modesty and 
in persistent good humor to Abraham Lincoln. 
“Mark my prediction,” said a visitor, as he 
retired from the executive office. “Governor Cleve- 
land will be the people's President and will be the 
most popular occupant of the White House that 
house has had since the days of Abe Lincoin.” 

“There is one thing that impresses me strongly,” 
said the Governor m conversation with your corres- 
pondent yesterday afternoon; “and that is the num- 
ber of old men who have called to pay their respects 
within the last few days.

The arrival of Coroner Nidelet solved the situa- 
tion. Addressing her in French he informed her 
that he had come to take her testimony in the baby- 
farming case. Theold lady’s hands, which were 
comfortably c.asped in front of her,were 

RAISED IN HORROR. 
She then was sworn, and gave her testimony: 

“I am Mme, Reid's mother. My name is 
Marie Monronn. 1 attend to the  busi- 
ness. I have nothing to do with the 
patients. I take charge of the house.” The exam- 
ination was then made as foliows: 

“How many children have you given away in the 
past three months?” 

“I gave away only one. That was to a womani 
who was poorly dressed and wore a dark green or a 
black veil. She said she did not 
want it for herself but wanted 
t tor another woman who could give it a good 
home, I had asked her if she could give the baby a 
good home.” 

“Is this the only child you ever gave away during 
your daughter's absence!” 

“Yes, this ig the only one I remember within that 
time. My daughter was at the theater that 
evening, but she left instructions with 
me to give the woman the child. All arrangements 
were already made.“ 

“Had you ever seen that woman at your house 
before?" 

“No; I do not remember. You see most of the 
women who come here are veiled, and 1 can't tell 
whether the same woman was here once before or 
not. She only partly raised her veil, 1 
didn't see her face, and I am 
not abarp enough to tall by the tone of the voice, 1 
cannot say whether I have ever seen the woman be- 
fore in my life or not." 

“Do you frequently advertise children for adop- 
tion?” 

“Oh, yes, frequently; about ten I think since the 


first of the year. We often give chil- 
dren away to respectable women 
who come here and ask for children. 


They often want a good healthy child for adoption. 
and, if we think they will give ita good home, we 
let thom take the children.” 

“Do you cive the children names?!” 

“Oh, sometimes the mother says she wants the 
child called a certain name, but when we give the 
babies away the people who adovt them never call 
them the same names, because there is 
danger that the mother might reclaim 
thom after they grow up. For this reason they 
give them names of their own."

Mou do not advertise all the babies you give away 
then! 
“Oh no; sometimes ladies call here to get babies 
when we haven't got any, but we tell them we will 
probably have a baby in two weeks or a month, 
Sometimes the young ladies from the city do 
not stay here very long. They just come here 
to get over trouble, and they go away again. When 
they come from the country they stay longer.” 
“Do you ever know what becomes of the children 
after they leave your house?” 
“No, not always. Sometimes the ladies bring the 
children back here to show them to us, but, of 
course, they don't always give the right names. I 
guess they give wrong names very often, atid we 
have no way of finding it out.“ 
“Do you keep any record of the children you give 
away?“ 
No. I don't. I have nothing really to do with this 
part of the business; my daughter is the midwife; I 
am no midwife myself at all. I don't know this 


woman Reed at all. but she gave her address 
as “Anna Braddock, 207 N. Twelfth 
street,” to my daughter, Mrs. Keld. 


My daughter said to me that the woman was poor- 
ly dressed, and when she came back last Sunday 
from the inquest she said even that

some time before, and was better dressed.” 
The examination of Mrs. Monronn was not con- 
cluded. asshe could not positively swear whether

afternoon for re-examination. Mary Reed in her 
first testimony swore that she did not give her name 
or address at Mme Reid's. When the latter was call- 
ed she swore that Mrs. Mary Reed, or the woman 
said to be that person, had givena slip of paper 
with the address, Anna Braddock, No. 207 N. Tweifth 
street. This was written at the Chouteau avenue 
house, and the chirography corresponded exactly 
with the signature of Mary Reed to her testi- 
mony. Tofurther inquire into this point Mme. 
Mathilda Reid was recailed and testified again: “I 
recognize this person whom you say is Mary A. 
Reed as the same who gave me her name and 
address as Anna Braddock, No. W7 N. Twelfth 
street. Sbe wrote this in my pres- 
ence of the occasion on which I delivered 
her a male child. I frequently advertise. The 
babies are generally called for in a day or two and 
taken away.” 

“Who delivers them!“ 

“I generally do myself tothe parties, or I am al- 
ways present when it is done.“ 

Do your take their names“ 

“Yes, always I ask their names and residences, 
and what sort of a home they can give them. 


Maybe once a year my mother gives 
a baby away. but this does not happen more fre 
quently. I don't think more than four or five babies 
aave been given away from my house during the 
past year, and three of these were given during the 
months of August, September and October. I think 
my mother gave away two of those. One of them, 
I now recollect, was given to a lawyer, who said he 
wanted to raise the child to his own business.” 
Mudam Reid was excused to refresh her memory on 
the disposition of the children. N 


The Mysterious Woman. 

Susan Ryan, Mrs. Berger and Catharine Sullivan, 
who live at No. 711 North Fourteenth street, in their 
testimony before the Coroner, described a mysteri 
ous woman who visited Mrs. Reed's nursery reg- 


ularly and was known to the other tenants as “The 
Agent.” Mrs. Berger met the veiled 
woman on one occasion and spoke to her. 


At each visit she was dressed differently, sometimes 
coming elegantly clad and again in oid, faded habil- 
iments. She avoided contact with the other people 
in the house and always went direct to Mrs. Keed’s 
room. She was mysterious in her manner. Mrs. Ber- 
ger, ho spoke to the woman in the hall. recognized 
her voice as the same she had heard in Mrs. Reed's 
compartment as told above. On one occasion she 
heard the woman say, “It must be done; 

PEOPLE MUST MAKE MONEY WHEN THEY CAN.” 
Continuing her description of this woman Mrs. Ber- 
ger said, 1 have often seen ber come 
there in different dresses. One time she would come 
well dressed, and the next time she would 
have an old shawl on her. Her name was not posi- 
‘tively known, though Mrs. Berger understood it to 
be Bonner. The Ooroner has been engaged ina 
fruitiess search for the woman since last Saturday, 
but could gain no clewto her identity or where- 
abouts. A Post - Disraron reporter 
who took the search . in hand 
was more successful, and at noon to-day discovered 
her home in the second story of No. 923 N. Seveuth 
street, formerly the old Metropoiitan Hall. The 
house is occupied by several parties. The first. 
story is a boarding house, where a number 
of servant girls board when out of employ- 
ment. It was ascertained that a woman 
only known as Lou Davis lived in the second-story 
front room. On going to work this morning she 
left word that she did not want any one to call on 
her at work, and requested her floor neighbors not 
to disclose the locality of where she was employed. 
A disposition to obey these instructions was 
encountered at the house, but after some 
questions it was found that the woman was em- 
ployed at a tailor shop on Tenth, near Locust street, 
where a reporter found her, much to her sur- 
prise.

in a sum not less three nor more than ten 
dollars. 

— 6 * or teacher of any private 
or publie schoo city of St. Louis a 
official or authentic information of the existen 

any infectious or . disease in the family of 
any pupil attending said school, shall immediate! 
cause the removal of said pupil from said schoo 

and until he (or she) shall have undoubted proof of 
the r where the family reside being disin- 
fected and the disease eradi Any failure on 
the part of any principal or teacher ro yar 
with the provisions of this ordinance shall 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon ——

It would be advisible for teachers to note that 

“undoubted proof’ of the eradication of the disease 
is required, and that a mere note fromone of the 
members of the family can not properly be looked 
upon as supplying it.

In New York City Mr. BLAINE ran 24,000 
votes ahead of the Republican ticket for assem- 
blymen, and 30,000 votes ahead of the Repub- 
lichn ticket for aldermen.

ELECTION BY CONGRESS. 

Without New York, CLEVELAND has 183 
electoral votes, and Blaine 182. But it requires 
201 to elect, and if New York is not counted 
for one or the other, the election of a President 
devolves on the House, and the election of a 
Vice-President on the Senate. 

When the House chooses the President, the 
choice is limited to one of the two candidates 
who received the most votes for President in 
the Electoral Colleges, and the vote is taken by 
States, each State having but one vote, and the 
majority of its delegation casting that. More- 
over, it takes a majority of the States, that is, 
not less than twenty, to elect, and to constitute 
a quorum for this purpose there must be pres- 
ent a member or members from two-thirds 
of the States. 

Now, in the present House, upon which alone 
this choice can be devolved, the Democrats 
would control the votes of twenty-two States, 
and the Republicans the votes of 
fourteen. Florida’s delegation is evenly 
divided between the two parties, 
and her vote would not count unless a Demo- 
crat or a Republican representing Florida 
should be absent. Michigan’s delegation stands 
four Democrats, five Republicans and two In- 
dependents. The latter were elected by Demo- 
cratic votes, and might or might not vote with 
the Democrats for CLEVELAND. But conced- 
ing both Florida and Michigan to BLAINE, he 
would have but sixteen votes to CLEVELAND'S 
twenty-two in the House. 

It is clear that the Republicans would gain 
nothing by throwing the election into Con- 
gress, except the election of a Vice-President. 
They would thus be enabled to elect LoGaN in 
place of HENDRICKS, as they have a majority 
of the whole number of Senators, the Read- 
justers no longer pretending to be anything 


but Republicans. The Vice-President 
thus elected by them would be 
President in case the House failed 


to elect a President before the Fourth of March 
next. But such election could be prevented 
only if some revolutionary action on the part 
of the Republican members should deprive the 
House of a quorum. Inasmuch as more than 
two-thirds of the States have Democrats in 
their delegations this is impossible. 

The situation is not at all favorable to a pro- 
longed contest over the New York returns. 
Such a contest, paralyzing business and keeping 
the country for months on the perilous edge of 
civil war, will not be persisted in by the Repub- 
lican managers for no other purpose but the 
seating of JOHN LOGAN as Vice-President. If 
there were as good a show for BLarne as for 
“Black Jack,” there might be serious trouble 
ahead.

A Postal Telegraph. 
From the New York World. 

The Times declares in favor of a Government, or 
Postal, Telegraph. 

We have upposed the assumption of the telegraph 
business by the Government because we have ob- 
jected to increase the Federal patronage and are 
opposed to the enlargement of the Government 
functions beyond what we regard as their constitu- 
tional limit. : 

Our main objection has been that a partisan gov- 
ernment could not safely be intrusted with control 
of the telegraph wires, which must be used by their 
opponents in a political contest. Even the Post 
Office has been more than suspected of unfairness 
in an excited campaign. This and the addition of 
several thousands to the already large army of 
Federal dependents have been the threatened evils 
which have led us to oppose a Government Tele- 
graph. 

But the part taken by the Western Union in the 
recent attempt to defraud the people out of the true 
result of the election satisfies us that no telegraph 
would be worse in the hands of a partisan adminis- 
tration than it is in the hands of the creatures and 
tools of a partisan administration. Nothing more 
outrageous than the acta of Jay Gould and his mo- 
nopoly in the detention and attempted manipula- 
tion of the returns from this State could probably be 
perpetrated even by Government officials.

JOHN McCULLOUGH. 


He Reiterates His Determination to Go 
Back on the Stage. 

John McCullough, the tragedian who arrived last 
night from Chicago, was up early this morning aud 
had taken breakfast by 9 o'clock. Shortly after 
that he strolled down stairs to the rotunda where he 
was met by a Post-Dispatca reporter. The trage- 
dian was looking better than usual; his eyes were 
clear and bright and his face looked ruddy and 
he said he weighed five pounds more than 


he ever did in his life. He talked very rationally 
except on the subject of his engagements, when he 
did not seem to realize the situation at all. 

“I came here,” said he, after a cordiai greeting, 
“to fill my engagement at the Olympic, but I have 
lost my company somewhere.” 

Ho do you feel. Mr. McCullough?” 

“Feel! How do I look? Don't I look well? I 
never felt better in my life. I have the appetite of an 
anaconda. I can eat better, sleep better and do every - 
thing else as well as lever could. There is nothing 
the matter with me. I feel as if I could jump over 
ahouse. The newspapers get hold of somethin 
and they never let up. They make blank fools o 
themselves and ought to be made to suffer. The 
conversation then drifted on the statement of some 
writer that men who were compelled! to appear in 
one character continuously, or in a limited number 
of characters, grew weary, and the constant repeti- 
tion of the same thing confused their minds and 
made them forget their lines. The actor scouted 
scornfully at the idea. 

“Joe Jefferson never forgets his lines. I never 
do, and I never feel weary of the same characters. 
The reai actor never wearies and is never happy off 
the stage. If he is a man who can be stirred by 
human passion, touched by human emotion and can 
feel the thrill that comes from sympathetic hearts, 
he never grows tired, but his old characters are al- 
ways fresh. An actor in the true sense of the word 
never sees the day that itis not a pleasure to ex- 

ress the varied emvtions of humanity on the stage. 

t is not work; it is pleasure... 

While he spoke of the stage his eye 
flashed and his strong frame uivered 
under the excitement of pleasant memories and 
anticipation of continued power and success, and 
when again his mind struggied and wandered under 
the hallucination, if such it be. that he was soon to 
take up his work and again mark his vigor and skill 
in the upturned faces and applause of his audiences 
the hardest heart would have been stirred to pity by 
the contrast. 

How long will you remain in the city?” 

“Not long: I think I shall leave to-night.” 

“Will yon go to Pittsburg?” 

“No, I think not. I shall probably go to New York 
first and then I shall open next week either in Pitts- 
burg or Cincinnati, I have not decided whieh yet. 
I have had rest enough and I am strong now.“

WRITTEN IN BLOOD, 


The Nefarious Story of a Woman 
Child-Killer. 


— ——  - 


Importing Children to America for the Pur- 


pose of Killing Them—A Convenient 
Method of Disposing of Youthful Heir. 
esses—Suspected Murder of a Railroad 
Man in Pennsylvania—Sequel of a Fit of 
Jealousy. 


By Telegrapn to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorn, November 12.~The recent finding in 
Lutheran Cemetery, L. I. of an infant with @ hand- 
kerchief tied tightly around its throat and covered 
up with dead leaves has led. it is thought, to the dis- 
covery of a systematic plan of a woman to bring 
children from Europe for the sole purpose of mur- 
dering them here. The child, a girl, is only 2 years 
old. She was found on October 31 last, and from 
ler it was learned that a woman named Catharine 
Engeman had brougnt her to this country and left 


her where she was found. No further clew to the 
identity of the woman could be found until a few 
days Detective Groden of Castle Garden dis- 
covered, by searching the registry books at the 
Garden, that Catherine Engeman arrived here from 
Bremen on August 13, last. on the steamer Rhein. 
The entry gave the woman's home as Prussia, and, 
at the time her name was tered, she appeared 
to be alone. Directly under the woman's name was 
the name of Katrina Rodenbauch, aged 2 years. 
As near as could be ascertained, this child 
had no one to care for her, and Groden, learning 
that the woman Engeman had gone to the Germa- 
nia Hotel, No. 141 Cedar street, visited that place on 
a venture. He was informed by the clerk there 
that Catherine Engeman had lived there a few days 
and had with bera little girl about 2 years old 
whom she ciaimed was her child. The woman told 
the clerk that her husband lived in this city, and 
that she was looking for him. She left the botei 
and was not seen there until 
tho first of this month 
when she entered the place and exclaimed: 4 
have found my husband and our child is with him.“ 
The woman then left the hotel and nothing has been 
heard of her since. 

Groden then visited Mrs. Emma Woodford at No. 
416 East Fifth street, whose name was on the regis 
try books, close to Catharine Engeman’s. Mrs. 
Woodford was startled by the detective’s visit, and 
at first denied that she remembered the woman 
Engeman. After being threatened with the law, 
she admitted that she not only knew the 
woman, but was a relative of bers. 

Mrs. = has been very unfortunate,“ said 
Mrs. Woodford, yesterday, “having been se 
from her husband for no cause whatever. She is a 
cousin of mine and came to America to try and sup- 

rt herself and child. Groden then visited John 

‘ildner, No. 775 Eleventh avenue, who was also a 
passenger on the steamer Rhein with the Engeman 
woman. With the detective was the littie child who 
bad been rescued from death. Wildner recognized 
the child as having been with a woman 
whom he knew as Mrs. Engeman on the voyage 
in question. The child was then taken before the 
clerk at the Germania Hotel, who also ized 
ber. It was subsequently ascertained that he-, 
rine Engeman has made many trips to this country 
within the past few years, and that, on each occa- 
sion, she was accompanied by one, and sometimes 
three children. The person from whom Detective 
Groden ascertained this information, and whose 
name he declines to make public at present, also in- 
formed the detective that Catherine Engeman is, in 
reality, a Mrs Herman Paetz,whose husband is living 
in Prussia. Groden is also in possession of informa- 
tion whch leads him o believe that the child so 
singularly rescued from death is of wealthy parent- 
age and js heiress toa large sum of money. New 
developments of an interesting nature are promised 
ina few days. In the meantime the child is being 
properly cared for. 


Suspected Murder. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BrrenamTon, N. Y., November 12.—On Sunday 
morning the body of Theodore Gillins, a prominent 
railroad manof Great Bend Village, Pa., about 
fourteen miles from this city, was found lying 
across the Erie railroad track, a few feet east of the 
water tank in Great Bend. The wheels of the cars 
had passed over the body from the shoulders 


in an oblique direction across the chest. There was 
a large pool of blood near where the body lay. and 
every indication showed that the co ad been 
dragged or moved some eight feet from the spot 
where it had first been struck by the wheels. — 
body was first seen and pulled m the track by 
John Hallan of train No. 35 at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It was taken to the depot, and thence was re- 
moved to the und ers rooms. Justice 
Gilbert summoned a jury of inquest on Sunday 
afternoon and Drs. Hines and Lamb made a post- 
mortem. Testimony was taken as to finding the 
body, but the evidence of physicians was most im- 

rtant. They testified to having examined the 
body thoroughly at the under er's office 
found what was evidently a bullet hole in the body. 
The bullet entered in front, near the collar bone, 
took a downward course and came out near the 
shoulder blade. condition of the body 
was such that it could not be traced positively, 
but a hole in the up part of the 
left lung was found. From the course the bullet 
took, it must have penetrated the arch of the aorta. 
which would be sufficient to cause almost instant 
death. The upper part of the chest aud shoulders 
was ground and mashed, evidently by a car wheel 
or wheels, The hole in front,“ said a physician, 
‘twas made, I should think, by a 38caliber cartrid 
and appeared stained by powder or lead. The ho 
in the back was more torn and ay! aed 
than in front. The clothing was so torn that 
no bultet hole could found in the coat 
or vest, but the suspenders in front and the vest 
and sbirt in the back showed the bullet hole very 
plainly. There can be no doubt but that the man 
was murdered and that his body was placed upon 
the track to hide the crime.” 

The murdered man is a brother of Robert F. Gil- 
lings of Binghamton, whois also aratlroad man, 
being employed by the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany. The victim was 82 years old. He was 
formerly a policeman in Great Bend. Four years 
ago he wag shot at. 2 has attached 
to certain ties and, late last night, Patrick Win- 
ters and his wife were placed under arrest. The 
susvicion is strong against them. They will havea 
hearing in the morning. Winters has been jealous 
of his wife for some time, and has suspected her of 
enminal intimacy with Gillins, who was an unmar- 
ried man. He has watched them both — 
until convinced that his suspicions were just. Gii-

Spots of blood have been found in inter's house 
which, added to the bullet hole and the relations 
between his wife and the dead man, led to nis 
arrest. The funeral of the murdered man occurs 
at Great Bend at 10 o'clock to-morrow. It will be 
attended by many railroad men and thousands at- 
tracted by curiosity.

EXPLOBRATIVE LAPOROTOMY. 


An Important Surgical Operation and 
What it Proves—The Patient. 

An important surgical operation took place on the 
12th of last month at No. 2101 N. Thirteenth street. 
It is technically known among physicians of the 
modern school as cholecystotomy, The operation 
has been performed but few times in England and 
on the Continent and probably nowhere with the

peculiar features that distinguwsh the 
present one. The subject of this 
operation was a married woman, 
named Charlotte Ostermeier, who resides 


with her husband and four children at the number 
and street mentioned a bove, where the operation 


was performed. Mrs. Ostermeier is about 46 years 
of age, evidently of German descent, a blonde and 
about the medium height. During the last four 
years she has suffered from periodical attacks of 
colic pains in the upper part of the abdomen. 
These cramps were so intense and so painful at 
times that the patient suffered the severest agony 
and for days and nights at a time would 
be half-crazed wit pain. During the 
year last past these attacks became 80 
frequent and of such long duration that the unfort- 
unate woman did not know what it was to be free 
from pain more than a few hours during an entire

mon r. A. C. Bernays, of this city. was 
called in to hold a consultation. with Dr. Dree hsler, 
the family physician. After a careful examination 
afreely movable tumor was found di under 
the abdominal walls and below the ribs. This lump 
or tumor was about the size of a gooseegg. It was 
clear that the disease was the im te result 
or dependent upon this tumor, whatever its 
nature might be. Several physicians who were 
called in erad in their opinion as to its exact na- 
ture. Some held that it was what is known asa 
“floating kidney.“ others took it for a cancer of the 
stomach, whiie others said it was an abnormal de- 
velopment of a small intestine, g cancer of the colon 
ee of * — or of the gall-bladder. The 
majority were inclined to think that it was a cancer, 
because all the symptoms in the case pointed in 
that direction. Chief among thein were the rapid 
emaciation and extremely sallow complexion of the 
poten’, A consultation was held and Dr. Bernays 
nsisted that the only thing to be done 
was to perform an operation which is technically 
known as explorative laporotomy.” This opera- 
tion was comparatively unknown until within the 
last decade, all penetrative wounds of the abdom- 
inal cavity having been considered prior to this 
necessarily, or at least presumptively, of a fatal 
character. In the light of modern surgery, how- 
ever, this operation was looked uponina different 
light, and it was determined that if after the first 
incision had been made a tumor had been 
found it would be removed; provided it was then 
thought there was a reasonable chance that the 
patient would survive the operation. If not, the 
abdominal incision could be closed without the t- 
est risk. Pursuant to this plan, on October 12 
the following physicians assembled at Mrs, Oster- 
meier’s house: Drs. Charles Borck, Louis Bauer, H. 
Wichman, Kleinicke, and Messrs, Thornton, May- 
field and Burrus, students at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons. The explorative incision, about 
six inches long, in the middle of the stomach, was 
made, and aftera careful examination it was dis- 
covered that the supposed tumor was a cyst of the 
rvall-bladder containing a number of calculi or small 
stones. The bladder itself was very much enlarged 
and thickened, being about seven inches long and 
two and a-half inches in diameter. It was then de- 
termiued to cut the gall- bladder in the same manner 
and remove these obstructions, An incision 
one inch and a quarterin length was made on the 
convex surface of the gall- bladder. which had been 
withdrawn from the surrounding o for the 
purpose. Its contents, consisting of twenty small 
stones, bile, etc., were emptied in a vessel. rther 
investigation developed that the biliary duct was 
closed, and after considerable — — by the 
operator the ex stone of all was d be 
lodged there. It was gently shoved back and re- 
moved like the balance of the contents through the 
incision of the bladder. This virtually closed the 
operation, the only thing remaining to be done be- 
ing to sewup both incisions. The being ac- 
complished, the gall-bladder was allowed to drop 
back into its place in the abdomen, and after the 
second the patient was placed in bed to recover 
from the effects of the anesthetic—chloroform— 
given her before the operation. The entire opera- 
tion lasted about one hour and fifteen minutes. Her 
recovery is now unquestioned, as a Posr-Dis rare 
reporter visited her house and found her sitting in 
the dining-room, somewhat weak, but still far from 
being a sick woman. Some similar operations have 
been performed before, but it is believed that this 
one has a distinguishing character, 
inasmuch as the operator let the 
gall-bladder fall back into the abdomen after 
sewing up the incision. The customary method has 
been to estabiish an artificial open- 
ing and allow the bile to flow out 
upon the abdomen. This was done because it was 
feared the threads or stitches that beld the edges of 
the bladder oy aed might give way at any time, 
and allow the bile to be emptied into the abdominal 
cavity. This operation proves beyond doubt that 
an artificial fistulary is entirely unnecessary, and 
hence it will be read with interest by surgeons 
every where.

ELECTION BY CONGRESS. 

Without New York, CLEVILAND bas 183 
electoral votes, and Blaine 182, But it requires 
201 to elect, and if New York is not counted 
for one or the other, the election of a President 
devolves on the House, and the election of a 
Vice-President on the Senate. 

When the House chooses the President, the 
choice is limited to one of the two candidates 
who received the most votes for President in 
the Electoral Colleges, and the vote is taken by 
States, each State having but one vote, and the 
majority of its delegation casting that. More- 
over, it takes a majority of the States, that is, 
not less than twenty, to elect, and to constitute 
a quorum for this purpose there must be pres- 
ent a member or members from two-thirds 
of the States. 

Now, in the present House, upon which alone 
this choice can be devolved, the Democrats 
would control the votes of twenty-two States, 
and the Republicans the votes of 
fourteen. Floridas delegation is evenly 
divided between the two parties, 
and her vote would not count unless a Demo- 
crat or a Republican representing Florida 
should be absent. Michigan’s delegation stands 
four Democrats, five Republicans and two In- 
dependents, The latter were elected by Demo- 
cratic votes, and might or might not vote with 
the Democrats for CLEVELAND. But conced- 
ing both Florida and Michigan to BLAINE, he 
would have but sixteen votes to CLEVELAND'S 
twenty-two in the House. 

It is clear that the Republicans would gain 
nothing by throwing the election into Con- 
gress, except the election of a Vice-President. 
They would thus be enabled to elect LoGan in 
place of HENDRICKS, as they have a majority 
of the whole number of Senators, the Read- 
justers no longer pretending to be anything 


but Republicans. The Vice-President 
thus elected by them would be 
President in case the House failed 


to elect a President before the Fourth ot March 
next. But such election could be prevented 
only if some revolutionary action on the part 
of the Republican members should deprive the 
House of a quorum. Inasmuch as more than 
two-thirds of the States have Democrats in 
their delegations this is impossible.

A Postal Telegraph.

The Times declares in favor of a Government, or 
Postal, Telegraph. 

We have upposed the assumption of the telegraph 
business by the Government because we have ob- 
jected to increase the Federal patronage and are 
opposed to the enlargement of the Government 
functions beyond what we regard as their constitu- 
tional limit. 

Our main objection has been that a partisan gov- 
ernment could not safely be intrusted with control 
of the telegraph wires, which must be used by their 
opponents in a political contest. Even the Post 
Office has been more than suspected of unfairness 
in an excited campaign. This and the addition of 
several thousands to the already large army of 
Federal dependents have been the threatened evils 
which have led us to oppose a Government Tele- 
graph. 

But the part taken by the Western Union in the 
recent attempt to defraud the people out of the true 
result of the election satisfies us that no telegraph 
would be worse in the hands of a partisan adminis- 
tration than it is in the hands of the creatures and 
tools of a partisan administration. Nothing more 
outrageous than the acts of Jay Gould and his mo- 
nopoly in the detention and attempted manipula- 
tion of the returns from this State could probably be 
perpetrated even by Government officials.

The door 
of the farm house was opened and a youn girl. but 
partially dressed, bare headed, and drenched by 
the chilling rain, stood crying ov the doorstep. 
She was taken into the house, where it was some 
time before she could speak, and then she declined 
to give her name but stated that she had run away 
from her home, on account of cruel 
treatment she was subjected to. The girl was 
rarea for and given food and shelter at the farm 
house. She was allowed to remain there and on 
Friday she related to the family a story that led the 
farmer to have it officially investigated without de- 


lay. 
In July last Mrs. Eliza Dean, of No. 656 Lake 
sireet, Elmira. made a charge against three boys, 
named Arthur Conklin and Joseph and Samuel 
Thro, of throwing stones through her windows 
and seriously injuring her niece, Carrie Hubbard, 
who lived with her. The — accompanied Mrs. 
Dean before the Recorder. She was terribiy bruised 
about the head and face where stones were alleged 
to have hit her. The boys were arrested. The 
story was generally discredited. It was remarked 
that the girl, who was said to bave been injured by 
the stone throwing, manifested no interest in having 


the case go on, and was evidently active 
at the instance of Mrs. Dean, who took 
2 lively interest in the prosecution. 


The trial did not come off until ten weeks ago. 
The Conklin boy was acquitted, and the jury failed 
to agree in the case of the two others. and a rehear- 
ing was set down for the 28th of the present month. 
The girl who applied for shelter at the Horse Heads 
farm-ouse last Tuesday night, was Carrie Hub- 
bartl, and the story she swore to before Recorder 
Cass of Elmira on Saturday, forms a 

STARTLING AND PAINFUL SEQUEL 
to the affair. It is substantially as fol- 
lows: Her name. she says in her 
affidavit, is not Carrie Hubbard. but Carrie Head. 
She is 12 vears of age, and her mother was placed 
m the Insane Asvlum four years ago. when her 
father went away. and she does not know where he 
is. She and five brothers and sisters were obliged to 
oto the Poor House. A year Ago last July Mrs. 


Dean, who is no relative of hers, took her to live 
with her. The first night the girl was in 
her house she was obliged to go 4% 
bed supperless, because she refused to 


eat froma tin plate, from which the house dog had 
just been fed. Since then, she swears, she has been 
uumercifully beaten or abused br Mrs. Dean nearly 
every day, until last Monday night, when she ran 
away. She supposed that Mrs. Dean had entire 
control over her. For a long time Mrs. Dean bad 
had trouble with Mrs, Evans, who lived in the same 


house. The Conklin and Thro families took 
sides with Mrs. Evans. Further, she 
vowed she would get even with 


them. On the 27th of July Mrs. Dean's dog broke 
a lanteru the witness was putting in its place. Mrs. 
Dean grabbed the gir! by the hair and 
POUNDED HER NEAD 

against a ddor until a large swelling was raised on 
her forehead. The next day while the girl was sit- 
ting by the kitchen window, Mrs. an went gut in 
the yard. Presently a stone crashed through the 


window. It missed the girl. Mrs. Dean then came 
in aud, gage up the stone from the 
floor, held the witness and pounded 


her on the head with it until it was bruised terribly, 
saving: We will lay this to the Thro boys.“ She 
wrote out a long statement, charging the boys with 
stone-throwing and tnjury of the girl, which she said 
the latter must learn by heart to repeat to the Re- 
corder. This was a difficnit task for the witness, 
and ‘irs. Dean kept ber in one place from early in 
the atternoon until 2 o'clock the next morning 
studying it. At intervals she would have the girl 
repwat it and every time the repetition was not satis- 


factory. she would beat the giri with the buckle end 
of abeavy strap. Before going to the Recorder to 
to make the charge against the boys. Mrs. Dean 
made her repeat the statement and then beat her 
with tue strap buckle. 

“After the boys were arrested and Mrs. Dean 
thoucht the trial was coming off,” swears the girl. 
she Wanted me to have marks en my head, so she 


bumped my head against the wall and raised the 
marks. I had to recite the piece she wrote every 
day, as if I was saying a lesson at school. The day 
l was sworn she said I had not said it as she wanted 
me to, and that I would pay for it, and she beat me 
with the strap and rope. Lust Sunday she said she 
had called me wheu ] was working in the cupboard, 
I did not hear her, She grabbed me by the hair and 
dug ber finger-nails deep in my neck and struck me 


with a heavy stick. On Monday I was 

getting ready to g0 with her to 

the lawxer's. When I vas half undressed | 
she heat me aeross the arms and body with a rope, 

making marks I carry yet. She told me if I ewer 

told that she beat ime, she would take me to the 

bridge, where Katie Broedhopt was saurdered, and 

kill me and throw me in the river as sbe was.” 


The making public ef the fact that ene girl's 
name is Carrie Head has led to the discovery that 


she has inthis village and in the vicinity many 
well-to-do relatives, who will care for her. and see 
that her case will be investigated to the fullest. 
Mrs. Dean has been placed under arrest. She con- 


fessed to some of the statements made by the gir), 
and denies others. Mrs. Dean ts the wife of a well- 
known employe of the Erie Railway in Elmira.

JOHN McCULLOUGH. 


He Reiterates His Determination to Go 
Back on the Stage. 

John McCullough, the tragedian who arrived last 
night from Chicago, was up early this morning aud 
had taken breakfast by 9 o'clock. Shortly after 
that he strolled down stairs to the rotunda where he 
was met by a Post-Dispatca reporter. The trage- 
dian was looking better than usual; his eyes were 
clear and bright and his face looked ruddy and 
he said he weighed five pounds more than 


he ever did in his life. He talked very rationally 
except on the subject of his engagements, when he 
did not seem to realize the situation at all. 

“I came here,” said he, after a cordial greeting. 
“to fill my engagement at the Olympic, but I have 
lost my company somewhere.” 

Ho do you feel. Mr. McCullough?" 

“Feel! How do I look? Don't I look well? I 
never felt better in my life. I have the appetite of an 
anaconda. I can eat better, sleep better and do every- 
thing else as well as Lever could. There is nothing 
the matter with me. I feel as if I could jump over 
a house. The newspapers get hold of somethin 
and they never let up. They make blank fools o 
themselves and ought to be made to suffer.“ T 
conversation then drifted on the statement of some 
writer that men who were compelled to appear in 
one character continuously, or in a limited number 
of characters, grew weary, and the constant repeti- 
tion of the same thing confused their minds and 
made them forget their lines. The actor scouted 
scornfully at the idea. 

“Joe Jefferson never forgets his lines. I never 
do, and I never feel weary of the same characters. 
The reai actor never wearies and is never happy off 
the stage. If he is a man who can be stirred by 
human passion, touched by human emotion and can 
feel the thrill that comes from sympathetic hearts. 
he never grows tired, but his old characters are al- 
ways fresh. An actor in the true sense of the word 
never sees the day that it is not a pleasure to ex- 

ress the varied emotions of humanity on the stage. 

t is not work; it is pleasure.” 

While he spoke of the stage his eye 
flashed and his strong frame uivered 
under the excitement of pleasant memories and 
anticipation of continued power and success, and | 
when again his mind struggied and wandered under 
the hallucination, if such it be, that he was soon to 
take up his work and again mark his vigor and skill 
in the upturned faces and applause of his audiences 
the hardest heart would have been stirred to pity by 
the contrast. 

How long will you remain in the city?” 

Not long: I think I shall leave to-night.”

The woman told 
the clerk that her husband lived in this city, and 
that she was looking for him. She left the botel 
and was not seen there until 
about the . of this month 
when she entered the place and exclaimed: “] 
have found my husband ana our child is with him.” 
The woman then left the hotel and nothing has been 
heard of her since. i 
Groden then visited Mrs. Emma Woodford at No. 
416 East Fifth street, whose name was on the regis 
try hooks, close to Catharine Engeman's. Mrs. 
Woodford was startled by the detective's visit, and 
at first denied that she remembered the woman 


Engeman. After being threatened with the law, 
he admitted that she not only knew the 
woman, but was a relative of bers. 


Mrs. man bas been very unfortunate,” said 
Mrs. Woodford, yesterday, “having been separated 
from her husband for no cause whatever. She is a 
cousin of mine and came to America to try and sup- 

rt herself and child. Groden then visited John 

fildner, No. 775 Eleventh avenue, who was also a 
passenger on the steamer Rhein with the Engeman 
woman. With the detective was the littie child who 
had been rescued from death. Wildner recognized 
the child as having’ been with a woman 
whom he knew as Mrs. Engeman on the vo yage 
in question. The child was then taken before the 
clerk at the Germania Hotel, who also ized 
ber. It was subsequently ascertained that Cathe, 
rine Engeman has made many trips to this country 
within the past few years, and that, on each occa- 
sion, she was accompanied by one, and sometimes 
three children. The person from whom Detective 
Groden ascertained this information, and whose 
name he declines to make public at present, also in- 
formed the detective that Catherine Engeman is, in 
reality, a Mrs Herman Paetz,whose husband is living 
in Prussia. oe is also in possession of informa- 
tion which leads him o believe that the child so 
singularly rescued from death is of wealthy parent- 
age and is heiress toalarge sum of money. New 
developments of an interesting nature are promised 
ina few days. In the meantime the child is being 
properly cared for. : 


Suspected Murder. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BNMWORHAM rox. N. Y.. November 12.—On Sunday 
morning the body of Theodore Gillins, a prominent 
railroad manof Great Bend Village, Pa., about 
fourteen miles from this city, was found lying 
across the Erie railroad track, a few feet east of the 
water tank in Great Bend. The wheels of the cars 
had passed over the body from the shoulders 


in an oblique direction across the chest. There was 
a large pool of blood near where the body lay. and 
every indication showed that the co ad been 
dragged or moved some eight feet from the spot 
where it had first been struck by the wheels. e 
body was first seen and pulled m the track by 
John Hallan of train No. 35 at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It was taken to the depot, and thence was re- 
moved to the und ers rooms. Justice 
Gilbert summoned a jury of inquest on Sunday 
afternoon and Drs. Hines and Lamb made a post- 
mortem. Testimony was taken as to finding the 
body, but the evidence of physicians was most im- 
tant. They testified to having examined the 
— thoroughly at the under er's office and 
found what was evidently a bullet hole in the body. 
The bullet entered in front, near the collar bone, 
took a downward course and came out near the 
shoulder blade. The mangled condition of the body 
was such that it could not be traced positively, 
but a hole in the upper part of the 
left lung was found. From the course the bullet 
took, it must have penetrated the arch of the aorta, 
which would be sufficient to cause almost instant 
death. The upper part of the chest aud shoulders 
was ground and mashed, evidently by a car wheel 
or wheels, The hole in front,” said a physician, 
„vas made, I should think, by a 38-caliber cartrid 


and appeared stained by powder or lead. The hole 
in the back was more torn and 
than in front. The clothing was so torn that 


no bultet hole could be found in the coat 
or vest, but the suspenders in front and the vest 
and shirt in the back showed the bullet hole very 
plainly. There can be no doubt but that the man 
was murdered and that his body was placed upon 
the track to hide the crime.” 

The murdered man is a brother of Robert F. Gil- 
lings of Binghamton, whois also arailroad man, 
being employed by the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany. The victim was 32 years old. He was 
formerly a policeman in Great Bend. Four years 
ago he was shot at. Suspicion has attached 
to certain parties and, late last night, Patrick Win- 
ters and his wife were placed under arrest. The 
suspicion is strong against them. They will have a 
hearing in the morning. Winters has been jealots 
of his wife for some time, and has suspected her of 
criminal intimacy with Gillins, who was an unmar- 
ried man. He has watched them both — 4 
until convinced that his suspicions were just. Gil- 


lins, it is said, drank freely on 
Saturda night, and it is supposed 
that inters then formed the plot against 


his life. believing that Gillins, having been seen under 
the influence of liquor. and afterward found on the 
track dead, the conclusion would be that he was 
run over by the cars, while 1 intoxicated. 
Spots of blood have been found in inter's house 
which, added to the bullet hole and the relations 
between his wife and the dead man, led to nis 
arrest. The funeral of the murdered man occurs 
at Great Bend at 10 o'clock to-morrow. It will be 
attended by many railroad men and thousands at- 
tracted by curiosity.

EXPLOBATIVE LAPOROTOMY. 


An Important Surgical Operation and 
What it Proves—The Patient. 

An important surgical operation took place on the 
12th of last month at No. 2101 N. Thirteenth street. 
It is technically known among physicians of the 
modern school as cholecystotomy, The operation 
has been performed but few times in England and 
on the Continent and probably nowhere with the 


peculiar features that distinguish the 
present one. The subject of this 
operation was A married woman, 
named Charlotte Ostermeier, who resides 


with her husband and four children at the number

Several physicians who were 
called in differad in their opinion as to its exact na- 
ture. Some held that it was what is known as a 
“floating kidney,” others took it for a cancer of the 
stomach, whiie others said it was an abnormal 
velopment of a small intestine, cancer of the colon 
—a tumor of the liver or of the gail-bladder. The 
majority were inclined to think that it was a cancer. 
because all the symptoms in the case pointed in 
that direction. Chief among them were the rapid 
emaciation and extremely sallow complexion of the 
poston’, A consultation was held and Dr. Bernays 
nsisted that the only thing to be done 
was to perform an operation which is technically 
known as explorative laporotomy.“ This opera- 
tion was comparatively unknown until within the 
last decade, all penetrative wounds of the abdom- 
inal cavity having been considered prior to this 
necessarily, or at least presumptively, of a fatal 
character. In the light of modern surgery, how- 
ever, this operation was looked uponina different 
light, and it was determined that if after the t 
incision had been made a tumor had been 
found it would be removed; provided it was then 
thought there was a reasonable chance that the 
patient would survive the operation. If not, the 
abdominal incision could be closed without the t- 
est risk. Pursuant to this plan, on October 12 
the following physicians assembled at Mrs, Oster- 
meier’s house: Drs. Charles Borck, Louis Bauer. II. 
Wichman, Kleinicke, and Messrs, Thornton, May- 
field and Burrus, students at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons. The explorative incision, about 
six inches long, in the middle of the stomach, was 
made, and aftera careful examination it was dis- 
covered that the supposed tumor was a cyst of the 
gall-bladder containing a number of calculi or small 
stones. The bladder itself was very much enlarged 
and thickened, being about seven inches long and 
two and a-half inches in diameter. It was then de- 
termined to cut the gall-biadder in the same manner 
and remove these obstructions, An _ incision 
one inch and a quarter in 1 was made on the 
convex surtace of the gall- bladder. which had been 
withdrawn from the surrounding organs for the 
purpose. Its contents, consisting of twenty small 
stones, bile, etc., were emptied in a vessel. urther 
investigation developed that the biliary duct was 
closed, and after considerable manipulation by the 
operator the lar stone of all was discovered to be 
lodged there. It was gently shoved back and re- 
moved like the balance of the contents through the 
incision of the bladder. This virtually closed the 
operation, the only thing remaining to be done be- 
ing to sewup both incisions. The first being ac 
complished, the gall-bladder was allowed to drop 
back into its place in the abdomen, and after the 
second the patient was placed in bed to recover 
from the effects of the anesthetic—chloroform— 
given her before the operation. The entire opera- 
tion lasted about one hour and fifteen minutes. Her 
recovery is now unquestioned, as a Post-DisPpaTcH 
reporter visited her house and found her —s in 
the dining-room, somewhat weak, but still far from 
being a sick woman. Some similar operations have 
been performed before, but it is believed that this 


one has a distinguishing character, 
inasmuch as the operator let the 
gall-bladder fall back into the abdomen after 


sewing up the incision. The customary method has 
been to establish an ificial open- 
ing and allow the bile to flow out 
upon the abdomen. This was done because it was 
feared the threads or stitches that held the edges of 
the bladder 2 might give way at any time. 
and allow the bile to be emptied into the abdominal 
cavity. This operation proves beyond doubt that 
an artificial fistulary is entirely un , and 
hence it will be read with interest by surgeons 
every where.

IT STANDS FIRM, 


Clev eland's Plurality in New 
York Unchanged by the 
Later Returns. | 


The Tedious Processes Whereby the 
New York City Vote is Made Up. 


Returns Froin the Interior Counties Com- 
jog in Slowly—-Scenes at This Morning's 


Session of the Board of Canvassers—To- 
lit cal Not 


By NN e the Post Dispatch. 

New Yorx, November 12.—In the forty counties 
heard from yestéfday no material change was 
made in the vote for President, as already reported. 
Two additional counties have come in to-day, up to 
2 o' clock. and they da not make 
a change of a single vote. Great interest is 
taken in the canvassing of the 
vote in this city, that began this morning. The 
doors of the Council Chamber were thrown open at 
10 o'clock, and fifteen minutes later all the specta- 
tors’ seats were filled, and the aisles were filled with 
persons who had come to witness the 
sitting of the Aldermen as a Board 
of County Canvassers. Policemen constituted a 
large proportion of those present. Paddy Burns, 
the sergeant-at-arms, was nervously active. The 
aldermen contested their seats with the reporters; 
legal gentlemen were numerous; political lights, 


without official badges, strolled inside the 
rails, Nelson J. Waterbury appear- 


ed within the inclosure, and some 
one remarked that Mr. Waterbury was there to 
gnard the interests of the county Democracy. Al- 
derman Grant early found a seat on the platform. at 
the eibow of the County Clerk's secretary. The expert 
accountant, John N. Out water. entered the chamber 
with a huge book, strap-bound and buckled, and 
laid it upon a table reserved for that gentleman's 
use, together with his assistants. The returns from 
the County Clerk's office, ina huge package. were 
carried to the secretary's desk and carefully de- 


posited, and as 

CAREFULLY WATCHED 
as though some interested political vandal 
might, at the eleventh hour, attempt some 
violation of the peopie’s expressed will., There 


was on all sides a feeling of anticipation aroused by 
the understanding that an entertainment was to be 
provided for the spectators by the appearance of 


Wiliam M. Evarts and Roscoe Conkling 
as the leading stars, they respective- 
ly to protect the interests of the 


Republican and Democratic National Committee. 
In this, however, the company was disappointed, 
Mr. Evarts made no entry and Mr. Conkling to-day 
is closeted in room 12, at the Hoffman House, with 
the Democratic State Committee, directing the 
action of the committee's counsel throughout the 
State 

At 10:20, Alderman Waite, as Chairman of the 
Board of Canvassers, called the board to order. 

THE ROLL WAS CALLED, 

the minutes read and two committees appointed. 
One committee was on protested returns, and was 
made up of Canvassers Sheils, Pearsonsand Fariev, 
one on corrected returns, Duffy, Finck and Jaehne. 
Charles . Miller and Francis E. 
Stetson were present for the Democratic National 
Committee. The canvass was begun straightway, 
Alderman Sheils canvassing the returns of the First 
Assembly District in the first election district. The 
number of votes was written only and no 
figures were given, and the County Clerk's 
returns were canvassed, in place of the 
inspector's returns. The canvass proceeded ts 


the 
FOURTH ELECTION DISTRICT, 


when it was found that the total vote was only in 
writing, and the Democratic electoral ticket was 
not properly filled in. After some controversy, be- 
tween Alderman Grant and others, the electoral 
ticket of the district was referred to the 
committee on corrected returns and the inspectors 
crdered sent for. 

The canvass of the district then proceeded to con- 
gressmen, when other

or omissions were found and, on motion, the entire 
district was referred to the committee on corrected 
returns. By comparison with private returns com- 
piled at police headquarters, it was discovered that 
inthe Third Election District of the First Assembly 
District there was a difference in Blaine's favor be- 
ween 36 and 46, made by the official canvass. In the 
Fifth Election District the inspectors’ electoral re- 
turn was in lead pencil, and the County 
Cierk’s returns were canvassed, but, when 
the electoral ticket was concluded, it was discovered 
that the clerk's return sheets bad no other entries 
and there at once arose the sound of many voices 
that the chairman was slow in quelling. The 


district was completed in canvass by the Super- 


visor's returns and the Inspectors of the 
district sent for to correct the sheets.

So much fer the pretenses of confi- 
dence in Blaine's ultimate triumph, which are to 
be heard from his adherents. Neariy all of the 
sentlemen who are conspicuous ia the Democratic 


party locally are agreed that Missouri should be, | 


and probably would be, represented among Mr. 
Cleveland's advisors. The names thus far men 
tioned in connection with Cabinet positions, are- 
those of Chas. H. Hardin, John 8 Phelps, Thos. T. 
Crittenden and James O. Broadhead. The first 
three are associated in theory with the position of 
Secretary of the Interior, and the fourth with that 
of Attorney-General. Sofar asthey are visible at 
all, the efforts of St. Louis Democrats. are divided 
between Broadhead and Crittenden. During the

Themen who are most activeiy 
backing Col broadhead belong to the element 
which has all along been opposed to Governor Crit- 
tenden and his administrative policy. but do not, of 
course, claim to represent ail of that element. Street 
rumor classes Senator Vest rather with 
the latter crowd than the former, and Col. 
Broadhead is regarded as having less to do to se. 
cure the Senatorial influence of Missouri than any 
other gentleman whose name is mentioned. After 
all, no very strong reasons are offered for the bo- 
lief that President Cleveland will honor Missouri by 
choosing any member of his political famiiy from 
within her borders, and even if he is so disposed, it 
is said to be not altogether certain that both of the 
Senators would refuse to represent his State in 
that capacity, if called upon. The influences that 
are at work for Hardin and Phelps are mainly out-

rom. 


The impression is very prevalent among well in- 
formed men that, on account of 
his splendid record in the Senate, 


in the matter of protecting the people and the na- 
tion against railroad corporations, Hon. Allen 6.

CATTLE COMPLAINTS. 
Important Report of Dr. B. E. Salmon on 
Ergotism and its Treatment. 
Wasuineroy, D. C.. November 12.—Dr. B. E. 
Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industries, 
has submitted to the Commissioner of Agriculture 
a voluminous report upon contagious diseases of 
animals, the report being the re- 
sult of experiments and investigations 
made by the veterinary division. Considerable space 
is given to a detailed history of the recent outbreak 
among the cattle in Kansas and to a description of 
its sy.nptoms. He reaches the conclusion that 
the disease was ergotism, due to eating a fungus 
known as ergot. Upon the treatinent aad preven- 
tion of this disorder, he says: “When the 
first signs of the disorder appear, 
the most important part to be attended to is to 
make a complete change of food and to see that it 
is of good quality, nutritious and free from 
ergot. It would aso be proper to give a dose 
of physic, from one to two pounds of epsom salts, in 


or ler to remove as much as possible of the 
poison stil! contained in the digestive 
organs, Follow this with soft food, as 


masbes and gts. In severe cases, those in which 
part of the jimb is already lifeless, treatment will 
avail but little. The greater number of cases, how- 
ever, have not advanced to this stage when the 
lameness s first noticed, and these will 

greatly benefited by removing the cause and 
piacii¢ the animal under conditions favorable for 
resisting the poison. A very important condition is 
warmth. “venwhen the animals are fed large 
quantities of ergot, they seidom suffer except in 
cold weather and consequently, in attempting to 


check the disease, advantage should 
be taken of this fact, be lacing 
the cattle in a warm shed. nother 


condition believed to have much influence on the 
development of ergotism is the water supply. With 
plenty of water always at hand it is believed the 
quantities of ergot ma 

taken for a lonzer’ time than when the 
water supply is deficient. In the cold winters 
which occur over so much of our cattle-raising 
country, it is difficult to induce the animalsto take 
a sufficient amount of water. Holes cut through 
the ice soon freeze over and the weather is frequent- 
ly 80 severe that cattle will drink only a few swaliows 
of water before they will leave to seek shelter from 
the cuttine winds, and when, later in the day, they 
try to obtain more water, the drink holes age frozen 
over. Where ergotism prevails the watering should 
receive close attention, Ergotism can probably be 
entirely prevented by cutting hay before the seed 
have formed. Both in Missouri apd Illinois 
| saw the clearest examples of this. Hay, com- 
ed of the same kinds of grass, cut upon the same 
Ged. was free from ergot or largely infected, 


larger 


according as it had been cut, n or 
ripe. This matter is worthy of 
careful consideration. Hay cut green 
is nore digestibie aud in every way more valuable 


than that which ts allowed to become ripe, and the 
latter is much more Lable to produce a severe dis- 
ease, such as indigestion, impaction and ergotism. 
This fatal disorder may therefore be prevented in 
the future by proper and careful management.

THE CATTLE CLANS. 


| The Object and Purposes of the Cat- 


tlemen’s Convention. 
———— | 
A National Organization—The “Trail” and 
a Map Showing the Proposed Route— 
Legislation Against Infectious Diseases— 
Next Week's Gathering. 


on next Monday, November 17, there will bea 
gathering of men in the city of St. Louis such as 
has never before been seen. The great national 
convention of cattlemen will meet for the first time. 
There is scarcely any business in this country at 
present which can equal in proportions that of cat- 


tle-raising. Its growth has deen rapid, 
the chief development of the in- 
dustry outside of Texas having taken 


place within the last fifteen years. Before that 
time range cattle raising was confined to the plains 
of Texas, and Texas cattle were looked down upon 
toa great extent as belonging to an inferior grade, 
scarcely fit to be used. The ranch and cattle busi- 
ness began to spread about the time mentioned in 
the Northern States and Territories and the grade 
of Texas cattle was gradually improved by crossing 
with Herefords and Shorthorns until itis far in 
advance of the old-time Spanish stock, and all of 
the great Western plains became pastures 
for thousands of fine cattle in preparation for .the 
markets of the world. Men who went into the busi- 
ness before the tidal wave of investment star 

westward made collossal fortunes in an incredible 
space of time, and now the investment of capital in 
cattle and ranches yresents a sum whichis al- 
most past belief. ith the knowledge of the 
amount of money realized from the pos of live 
stock on the vast ranges 0 the West, 
a stream of men and money 
started westward to develop the resources 
of unopened sections, and the growth of the busl- 
ness has be : marvelous within the few 
years past. it has been 80 rapid 
that although the interests involved are vast, yet, up 
to the present time, no association outside of certain 
local organizations has ever been formed for their 
advancement and protection. Nearly every other 
industry of any Magnitude has its National organ- 
ization, but the eattle men have none, although the 
need of such a combination has been felt for several 
years, Of its importance there can be no doubt. 

THE MEN WHO ASSEMBLE 

in the hall of the Exposition next Monday morning 
may presenta motley appearance. Many of them 
will be cowboys who have become cattle and ranch 
owners, and still retain much of their native rough- 
ness. Many of them will be college graduates and 
sons of wealthy men who have become cowboys 
and still retain their native refinement and culture, 


tion of the golden treasures harvested from 
the grassy slopes, the great valleys 
and plains of the United States. 


The convention will not only inlcude the range 
cattle interests of the West, but the live stock inter- 
esis of the entire country, and hence is doubly im- 
portant. Whatever may be its personnel or its ap- 
pearance it will undoubtedly represent a large 
amount of cash. The convention when in session 
will represent a value expressed in not less than 
ten figures. The idea of uniting these iuamense in- 
terests in one nat ional organization originated with a 
St. Louis gentleman, Colone! Hunter, of the firm of 


Hunter & Evans. Last fall a meeting 
was held at Kansas City of the Cherokee 
Strip Live Stock Association, and 


the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Live Stock Assocla- 
tion. Various questions of great importance re- 
garding tne interests of the cattle business came up 
for consideration, ana the wish was expressed that 
the sentiments of cattle men in general could be 
obtained and some general action taken whereby 
mutual interests would be protected and conflictin 
interests harmonized. Colonel Hunter suggeste 
that a national convention of cattle men be held as 
the firat step toward securing a permanent organi- 
zation. The suggestion was en up at once, 
and the originator of the idea 
was asked if he would take charge of the project 
and would take the preliminary measures nec- 
essary to carry it out. He consented to do so. 
and on returning to St. Louis active steps were 
at once taken to put the plan in shape. Asa first 
measure the following circular letter, signed by a 
number of prominent cattle men, was sent out to 
cattle growers, ranch owners, lessees of range priv- 
ileges and others interested in or identified with the 
cattle interests of the United States: 
: is q@pre-eminent and generally acknowledged fact, that

States; and, with a view to better sustaining our claim for 
position among the important commercial interests of the

NATIONAL CATTLE GROWERS’ CONVENTION 

was recently discussed by several prominent gentlemen 
who are directly interested, but no definite action was 
taken except to suggest that a circular letter be issued to 
the members of the different Live Stock Associations 
throuchout the West, South and Northwest, presenting, if 
pussibie, a generai review of the plan for an annua! con- 
ventionto be heldin St. Louis. the first meeting to be 
held about November 1, 1584, 

The prime object of such a convention or organization 
wanld be an uuited action a eye protection, to secure 
advantages and recognition which are now denied us, but 
which are accorded railroad and manufacturing companies 
and other branches of trade, simply because such interests 
are guarded and recognized by a National protective sys- 
tem, secured only by a National organization, such as we 
now propose for adoption by the cattle men ofthis coun- 


trv. 

Tho most feasible plan for the culmination of the scheme 
as recently presented, is the appointment of deicgates from 
the different associations throughout the States and Territo- 
ries, who shall meet in St. Louis, and organize a National 
Association, the members of which shall meet at least once 
in each year, for the objects and purposes laid down in the 
bylaws of such association — 1 for the transaction of 
such other business as may be of interest to those con- 
cerned. 

Such an organization should have its officers, inspecto 
representatives and attorneys, and should be recognize 
and protected by Congress. And in the presentation of 
bills and measures there, our association should have prom- 
‘nent consideration; our representatives should be kept 
there for the purpose of urgiug legislation in our favor, and 
arresting, us tar as may bo, the cnacting of Jaws inimical to 


us. 5 

Our Government and the people generally have 
thoroughly acquainted with the enormous 3 . 
sented by the cattle trade, nor have they known of the 
great benefit that annually accrues to the commerce of our 
country, nor the general advantage and good, that is year- 
ly experienced from the direct or indirect influence of the 
live stock interests. The several departments of the Gov- 
ernment should know us as a national interest, and statistics 
touching the entire cattle interests of this country should 
become a matter of national record, and form not only an 
important factor in the commerce of our country, but also 
a prime feature ainong tac several influences which make 
our laws. 

It will be at once evident to readers of this letter, that 
though the outline for such an organization is nvucessarity 
liraited, the basis isa braad one, and would, if pro rly 
managed, eventually result in one of the most — ant 
extensive bodies known to the commerce of our great 
land. 

We ask the po-operation of ali who feel an interest in the 
movement, aud suggest that the different associations and 
individual members therpof express their views upon the 
subject; and to better acdomplish this end correspondence 
may forthe presort be addressed to HUNTER & Evans, 
Room 20 Singer Building, St. Louis, Mo.

THE INTERNATIONAL TRAIL. 
Another subject which will be brought up, and 


which will rank amoung the most important to be 
considered by the convention, is that of the 
proposed International Trail, to be established from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the British Possessions, There 
is probsbly no question which will 
be brought up which will command more 
attention from cattlemen than this. It has been 
proven by — * — that cattle gain larger, firmer 
and more 7 d development on the pastures of the 
Northwest than in Texas, although Texas is the beat 
place for breeding purposes. There is besides a 
‘eat objection to shipping cattle direct to the mar- 
et from Texas, from the fact thatthe Texas 
fever may be communicated to other cattle. There 
has been a growing movement of late years among 
Texas cattle raisers to sell their yearlings to North- 
ern ranchmen, or to drive them to Northern ran 
for feeding and fattening purposes. In tim 
if this movement continues progressing Texas 
become a great breeding farm, for which it is best 
suited, while the yearlings, feeders, stock or ‘store 
cattle, as they are variously called—that is. the cat- 
tle frames—will be taken to the ranges of the North- 
west to be fattened for market. Inthe Northwest 
the grass and ranges are not only better for fatten- 
ing purposes, but the cattle grow larger, and bring 
in consequence much better An important 
matter, therefore, with cattle men is the considera- 
tion of the best means to get the yearlings to the 
northern ranges from Texas. They caunot well be 
shipped, because shipping Spanish cattle from 
tide water or from any part of Texas end 

the Northerr cattle — which they are p 

by reason of the comm and prevalence of 
Texas fever in consequence, There is this peculiar- 
ity about the germs of the fever that when Texas 
cattle are driven over long distances the germs or 
whatever there is in them that engenders the disease 
are thrown off and no il-results follow to other 
cattle. The Texas cattle must, therefore, be driven 
North, and right here a problem presents itself. 
There are at present, to be sure, ls over which 
cattle may be driven North, but they are rapidly 
being wiped out by the — up of the country, 
and there is a prospect all avenues open 
et present for the driving of great 
herds of cattle over the country 
being entirely closed. The cattle men, therefore, 
propose to establish, through an act of Congress, a 
national, or it may be called, as it takes Mexico and 
the Gulf on the south, and the British ons 
on the north, an international trau. The trail is 
expected to lie through the public domains and 
Congress is to be asked to set aside six miles of pub- 
lic land for a distance of 1,200 miles or 
more for tbis purpose. This will constitute 
a trail six miles wide from the northern 
boundary of Texasto the southern of the 
British Possessions. The additional trail southward 
to the Guif of Mexico is expected to opened by the 
State of Texas. The sketch which is here presented 
is drawn from a map suggested by Ool. 

his idea of the route the trail will pursue. 
begins with the Northern boundary 
Fast line of the pan ge 
narrow Western neck of ian tory to the 
Southern line of Ka thence West through the 
public strip to oe Eastern line of 
Colorado, then North on the 
tween Colorado and Kansas to 
Nebraska on the Union Pacific road. From there 
the trail runs northwesterly through Nebraska and 
to Wyoming Territory around the Black Hills,

the British Possessions, This is not given as the 
trail which may finally be decided on, but as the 
likeliest route and as illust the proposition.

Some Facts and Figures Relative to 
the St. Louis Trade in the Staple.’ 


— 


What the Business Here Needs for Self- 
Development--A Great Opportunity— 
Money in Cotton—The Past and the Future 


of this Commerce. 


It may be set down as an axiom to start with that 
a business which involves the turning over of 
seventy-five millions of dollars annually in St. 
Louis is worthy some especial consideration, and 
yet. colossal as the cotton trade of St. Louis has 
grown to be, there are very few who know any- 
thing about the business, who know who the men 
are in whose hands this industry is concentrated, 
or who are aware how great are the interests at 
stake. 

Three hundred and five thousand, two hundred 
and fifty bales of cotton were handled by the St. 
Louis factors during the year closing August 81. 
That amount of August staple means a great deal 
more than the 9 or 10 cents a pound paid for the 
merchandise by the dealer. Itforms the basis a 
number of dependent industries which employ a 
great amount of labor and furnish a field for a large 
amount of capital. In the latter part of November 
and in December the great bulk of this business is 
done, and consequently no time could be more fit 
than the present to exhibit to the town at large 
what the cotton merchants are doing, or to call at- 
tention to the fact that this commerce deserves the 
fostering care of the whole mercantile body fully 
as much as gran or provisions. It is based upon an 
article of merchandise fully as staple as wheat or 


meat. and it is a queer fact that but two St. Louis banks 
have been found willing to stand loyally up to this 
trade and furnish the money, without w it can- 
not be successfully pushed. , 
The history of the St. Louis cotton trade is soon 
told. There have been cotton factors in St. Louis 
since 1804, but the first modern effort to 
go for and get the cotton in the South was made 
when the Cotton Association was formed in 1873 
and when $10,000 in cotton premiums were awarded 
at the Fair in the following year. Since then 
receipts have a very material part of the 
wealth of St. Louis. The natural advantages of the 
city as a market only needed the push and onergy 
of the merchants to win on its own merits.
